Letter from Johnstown. 


JOHNSTOWN, May 22d, 1865. 


Editors Gostlte:—Fearing your readers 


might get the impression that Johnstown 
Center covered the whole township, I 
thought, by your permissiou, I would give 
them a short chapter of the history of 
Johnstown in toto. 


This little republic is situated in the 


eastern part of Rock county, containing 
thirty-six square miles thickly settled. 
It 


does not derive its name from St. John, 
though Luke was the identical man who 
got up the petition to have it so called. 
It derives its name, however, from John 
A. Fletcher, John R. Richards and John 
W. Davis, who together planned and laid 
out tho town of Johnstown, two miles east 
of the Center, where the first post 
office 


was established. 
The northern part of 


the town h gontly undulating ami thinly 
timbered. 
The southern part is a level 


plain. 
The climate is mild and salubri- 


ous. 
The soil is fertile and productive. 


The chief artioles of export nre wheat, 
corn and onts. 
Petroleum, sorghum nnd 


wool will eoou be added to the list—petro- 
leum, undoubtedly, us some of our citizens 
have already, in their imagination*, struck 
" ilc." 


The town was firat ctttled by u few em- 


igrants fruin Indiana, formerly from Xow 
England, about the year 1830, and at 
present is settled chiefly by eastern people. 
There are now ten common school build- 
ings with an average of about thirty schol- 
ars. 
Thero are also resident in the town 


about twenty teachers. 
We have four 


very good churches in Johnstown, which 
are good indications of the present state of 
religion and morals. One is situated in 
the north part of the town and is owned 
and occupied by the Free Baptists, of which 
there is a Inrge congregation. The desk is at 
present occupied by theRev. Mr. Uubbard. 
Another is situated at what is called old 
Johnstown, and belongs to a large society

It has one 
Church, one High School building (two 
stories high,) a Good Templars Lodge with 
about one hundred members, and various 
shops for all mechanical purposes neces- 
sary, with a high standard on which to 
elevate tho sign of her loyalty which she 
has thoroughly proved during the last four 
years by bravely breasting the storm of 
rebellion. 


Johnstown Center the next place of im- 


portance, is located two miles farther west 
and is noted chiefly for its ancient names, 
having been the residence of Xoah, Elisha. 
and Daniel. It is now the abode of David 
and Solomon (chip of the old block) Isaac 
and Jacob, also Luke and John. It is a 
fine little placo with a fair, prospect of a 
risa in its moral position, as Missionaries 
.have been sent there from Emerald Grove 
and this place. The Rock county poorhouse 
issituated between tho two places and under 
tho superintendence of A. W. Pickettand 
lady, is in a healthy condition.

FROM TEXAS, 


\ew York, May 20.—The Herald's cor- 


respondent gives full particulars of the 
light at Bacahico, Texas, the last battle of 
the rebellion. The national forces undor 
Col. Barrett wan only three hundred. It 
started out fur foraging purpose* and to 
surprise a rebel camp at Palmetto Rancbe 
and was in the commencement of its move- 
ments very successful, capturing the camp 
and making other valuable seizures. Cof 
Barrett's troops kept pushing on driviag 
the troops of ihe enemy before them till 
haally they found themselves confronted 
by about a thousand rebels, and were 
obliged to retreat. It appears thut Col. 
Uarrett had none killed in the fighting and 
only five wounded, but on his return tu 
Brazos seventy of his men were missing. 
Many of thean, however, afterwards made 
their escape from tho enemy and returned 
to camp. The rebel loss is not known, 
ureat excitement was caused1 at Browns 
ville by the movements of Col. Barrett's 
foraging party, the rebels there taking it 
for an advance on that place. 


FROM WASH INGTON. 


Washington, May 27.— The Prosecution

Georce Bancroft on the Late President. 


The historian Bancroft concludes an ar- 


ticle in the Atlantic Monthly •with the fol- 
lowing truthful and generous estimate of 
Mr. Lincoln: 


" In some respects Abraham Lincoln 


w.as peculiarly fitted for his task, in con- 
nection with theinovement of his country- 
men. He was one of the Northwest, and 
this time it WAS tho Mississippi river, the 
needed outlet for the"wealth of the North- 
west, that did its part in asserting the nec- 
essity of'Union; 
He was one of the mass 


of the people; he represented them be- 
cause he was of them ; and tho mass of 
the people, the class that lives and thrives 
by self-imposed labor, felt that tho work 
wnieh-wastotjedone-wasli work of their 
own ; the assertion of equality against the 
pride of-oligarchy ; _of free labor against 
tlie lordship over slaves; of the great in- 
dustrial people against all the expirin" 
aristocracies of which any remnant had 
tided ' down .from the Middle Age. 
He 


was of a religious turn of. mind, without 
superstition;. and 'the unbroken faith of 
the mass was like his own: As he went 
alung 
through 
his difficult 
journey, 


sounding his way, he held fast by the 
hund of the people, and ' tracked its foot- 
steps with even feet/ - ' His pulse's beat 
twinned- with their pulses.' He commit- 
ted faults; but the people were resolutely 
generous, magnanimous and forgiving •- 
and he in his turn was willing to take in- 
structions from their wisdom. 


The'ineasure by which Abraham Lin- 


coln takes his plaae, not in American his- 
tory only, but in universal history, is his 
proclamation of January 1, 1803, enianci- 
rmting all slaves within the insurgent 
."states. " It was, indeed, a military neces- 
sity, and it decided the result of the war. 
lt_took from the public enemy one or two 
millions of bondmen, and placed between 
one and two hundred thousand brave 
troops in arms on the side of the Union. 
A great deal has been said in time past of 
the wonderful results of the toil of the en- 
slaved negro in the creation of wealth bv 
the culture o_f cotton ; and now it is in 
part to the aid of the negro in freedom 
that the country owes its success in its 
movement of regeneration—rthat the world 
of mankind owes the continuance of the 
United States as the example of a repub- 
lic. 
The death of President Lincoln sets 


the seal to that proclamation, which must 
be maintained. 
It cannot but be main- 


tained. 
It is the only rod that can safely 


carry off the thunderbolt. 
He came to it 


perhaps reluctantly ; he was brought to 
adopt it, as it were, against his will, but 
compelled by inevitable necessity. 
He 


disclaimed all praise for the act," saying 
reverently, after he had succeeded, ''The 
nation's condition God alone can claim.' 


And what a futurity is opened before 


the country when its institutions become 
homogeneous! 
From all the civilized 


world the nations will send hosts to share 
the wealth and glory of this people. It 
will Deceive all good ideas from abroad ; 
and it* great principles of personal equal- 
ity and freedom—freedom of conscience 
and mind, freedom of speech and action 
—freedom of Government through ever- 
renewed common consent—will undulate 
through the world like the rays of light 
and heat from the sun. With one wing 
touching the waters of the Atlantic, and 
the other on the Pacific, it will grow into 
a greatness of which the past has no par- 
allel ;_and there can be no spot in Europe 
or Asia so remote or so secluded as to shul 
out its influences."
